Two Air Bombs Hit Red Cross 
Plainly Visible ^0 Miles 
Behind Battle Line 


PARIS,

7. — Eighteen 
bombs were dropped by low-flying 
German aviators 
on

American hospital, 
twenty miles 
behind the lines Thursday night, 
it was learned today. 
Two of the bombs were planted 
squarely on a huge red cross dis­ 
tinctly visible on the ground. The 
patients were carried to the cel­ 
lars and were

injured.

man raiders circled

hospital, 
making 
several direct hits on the stone 
buildings. At the beginning of the 
attack many American and French

200 Sent Down Out of Con­ 
trol; 61 Balloons Fired; 
262 British Planes Missing 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—Since the start 
of the Britisli offensive on August 4 
465 enemy airmen have been brought 
down by British fliers alone aud ex­ 
actly 2<H) enemy planes were brought 
down out of control, the latest British 
air ministry communique aays. 
The communique says 61 German 
captive balloons have been set afire 
and itll tons of bombs were dropped 
ir. that period on enemy objectives. 
British machines that failed to return 
numbered 262. 
“Much reconnaisance 
and 
photo­ 
graphic work was-accomplished by the 
air force on September 4 and a large 
number of artillery and contact pa­ 
trols were carried out,” said the com­ 
munique. 
“The \jeight of the bombs 
dropped by us during the day was 23 
tons. 
No bombing was possible after 
dark. 
“Enemy machines working in large 
formation on tile German side of the 
lines 
showed 
considerable 
activity 
Twenty-five hostile 
machines 
were 
brought down by our airmen and no 
less than nine balloons were shot down 
in Names. In addition fourteen hostile 
machines were driven down out oi 
control. Sixteen of our machines are 
missing. One of our machines report­ 
ed as missing in the fighting of Sep­ 
tember 2 has returned. 
“In the course of the weeks which 
have elapsed since the commencement 
of our offensive on August 8, 465 ene­ 
my machines have been brought down 
by our airmen, their destruction being 
In every case clearly established. 
In 
addition the total of enemy machines 
proved to have been driven down out 
of control, many of which must have 
actually* crashed, is exactly 206. 
“The alwjve figures are exclusive of 
the considerable number of enemy ma­ 
chines brought down by gunfire from 
the ground. 
Sixty-one German bal­ 
loons have been set on ire and 911 ^ 
tons of bombs have been dropped by 
us. 
“Practically the whole 
of the air 
fighting has taken place on the ene­ 
my’s side of the line. The number of 
our machines which have failed to re­ 
turn daring this period la 262.”

Civilians generally think of a battle as an effort to 
drive the enemy back. This is a natural view to take 
of a struggle whose obvious purpose is to expel the 
foe from invaded soil. We have the surprising spec­ 
tacle, then, of the Germans eager to escape from 
Foeti, and Foch doing his best to hinder their retreat. 
As a military expert puts it, Foch has the Ger­ 
mans “nailed to battle.” 
Instead of letting them 
withdraw in their own way, he compels them, day 
after day, to stand up and fight. 
Ile keeps them 
facing backward instead of forward. 
Itoth sides, of course, are logical. The German 
command wants to get its men and material away 
safely and quickly. 
The Allied command wants to 
d estro y men and material on the way. So the grim 
game goes on. And from present indications, this 
master-strategv of Marshal Foch seems destined to 
make the battle the most decisive contest since the 
first battle of tile Marne, and the turning point of 
the war. 
^________ 


GOOD WAR BOND “PROSPECTS" 


The treasury department is said to l>c especial­ 
ly desirous of selling Liberty Bonds of the next issue 
to three classes of citizens. It might be a profitable 
thing for the reader to stop. at this point, and figure 
out for himself what they arc, and whether he be­ 
longs in any of them. 
For those lacking time or inclination for such 
meditation, we hasten to announce that they are 
farmers, war-workers and capitalists. 
I he govern­ 
ment lumps them all together. 
I 
The farmers are accused of having largely 
ignored the first and second loans, 
d hey did much 
better in the third campaign, and are expected to 
improve their record in the fourth. 
The workmen 
who, accustomed to $2 or $3 before the war, are 
now making $10 or $15 a day in war industries, are 
not credited with having done all they should as 
yet to help the government pay the expenses on 
which their wages depend. Many wealthy men, who 
have been buying their bonds on the stock exchange, 
at less than par, are expected to buy them over the 
government counter at face value, as poorer folk do. 
These three classes will be given special attention 
by the Liberty Bond salesmen in the coming drive. 


TWO LABOR LEADERS 


A recent dispatch from Chicago brought the 
news Uiat William I). Haywood, head of the Indus­ 
trial Workers of the World, had been sentenced to 
twenty years in the federal penitentiary for con­ 
spiracy to overthrow the government’s war program, 
and that several dozen of his subordinates had sim­ 
ilarly received long prison sentences. 
This news, 
which once would have bulked so big, caused scarcely 
a ripple in American life. 
It was taken as a matter 
of course. 
It happened that on the same day, the news­ 
papers printed a cable dispatch from London regard­ 
ing a speech made by Premier Lloyd-George at a 
luncheon given in honor of Samuel (rompers, head 
of the American Federation of Lalx>r. 
I he premier 
welcomed Mr. Gompers as a representative Amer­ 
ican, and one of the world's great leaders in this war 
for human freedom. 
There you have the two -.ides of American labor. 
The situation speaks for itself. 
There is no need 
to remark which faction has the ascendancy. 
The 
destructive I. \Y. W. movement is nearly dead. 
It 
is not killed bv persecution or prosecution 
It is 
starved to death for lack of material to feed on. 
It 
finds no place in American life, when the big test 
comes. 
In place of American Bolshevism, we find the 
great mass of American workingmen rallying as a 
unit to the cause of democracy, recognizing that 
America has always stood for the rights and liberties 
of them and their kind, and stands for them now 
more than ever. 
Samuel Gompers, honored by the British pre­ 
mier, is merely a sym bol of American lalmr today, 
with its abounding moral health and patriotism. 
Haywood, going to his cell, is a symbol of a disease 
we need no longer fear. 


A CHANGE TO BIGNESS 


Our observing, analyzing Washington corre­ 
spondent, Gilson Gardner, is struck by the mystery 
in the thorough “reversal of form” of William How­ 
ard Taft. Formerly a radical reactionary, I aft is

combinations in restraint of trade. In short, Taft is 
for about everything the labor leader or the en­ 
lightened student of sociology wants.

“Even the elders and nobles . . . 
did as Jezebel had sent unto them.” 
—v. ll. 
Ahab, the king, was weak 
and wicked. 
Jezebel, his wife, the 
daughter of Ethbaal, king cfi the ZI 
dOnians, was wicked and self-willed. 
She was a schemer. 
Maybe she had 
taken lessons In intriguing at her fa­ 
ther’s court, where probjtb'y many a 
vile plot was concocted. 
Evidently 
her motto was: “The end justifies the 
means.” 
A bad policy, even when 
nothing but good is intended. 
Naboth was clearly within his rights 
when he refused to sell his vineyard 
to King Ahab. 
The fundamental law 
of the twelve tribes—of 
whom ten 
now constitute Ahab’s kingdom—for­ 
bade such a disposition of real es­ 
tate. Lev. 25:23-28; Num. 36:7-8. But 
to Ahab that was merely “a scrap of 
paper!” 
It opens a Pandora’s box 
of evils when rulers set the example 
of law breaking. 
The judge, jury or 
executive that “winks” at the violation 
of just legal enactments is beneath 
the contempt of all good citizens. 
Had the wife of Ahab been a woman 
of excellent character, then probably 
Ahab would have been a better man. 
It is not an uncommon thing for a 
man’s wife to be his savio#. But for 
this he may not be gracious enough to 
confess it to her. 
Mfiybe he, doesn t 
think it is so—perhaps doesn’t con­ 
sider the matter at all, as he should. 
Well, man, what if for a wife you had 
such a woman as Jezebel was?—or 
suppose that some woman with whom 
you are acquainted you were unfor­ 
tunate enough to have married? Now 
have you thought this all over, and 
confessed your “good luck”—just like 
the man you A’ant people to believe 
you are—to Mary Jane—your Mary 
Jane? 
Perham* Ahab would have been a 
pretty decent fellow if he had “not 
married into the 
Ethbaal 
family.” 
This is no fable, but it has a moral 
that every young man should adopt: 
“Look before you leap!” 
That 
is. 
look at Ahab and his father-in-law— 
and yours, prospectively. 
Also 
at 
Jezebel—and 
Maebelle! 
Of 
course 
the latter is “just as cute and enter­ 
taining as she can be”—but perilous! 
New don’t blame your wiV\ because 
you know you are not the man you 
ought to be. 
Even the best woman 
in the world could not live with the 
devil and reform him. There is action 
and reaction in wedded life. 
lf you 
were a just, generous and appreci­ 
ative husband, your wife would soon 
measure up to a higher standard. Try 
it. 
When a strong-willed 
woman 
is 
wicked she can outdistance any man 
who ever scorched the cinder path 
on his way to perdition. If the kaiser 
were Jezebel, the Huns would give the 
world a c’.ose run. 
She 
used 
the 
“elders and nobles” as chess pawns. 
And she a heather woman and a for­ 
eigner, and they some of God’s chos­ 
en sheep.” 
Talk about 
Cleopatra; 
why. Jezebel could have taught her 
the alphabet of playing tricks with 
gullible men. 
Seeing that they have 
such power, why are not all women 
good- like jour motlier and mine? God 
bless them, the good women do con­ 
stitute thw multitude; the bad ones 
are the exceptions. 
“Base fellows hare witness . . . 
saying, Naboth did curse God and 
the king.”—v. 
13. 
And 
why 
not? 
When neither tile king nor his con- 
sprt had respect for either law or life, 
what was the odds if they did lie like 
satan? 
Were they not being paid to 
do it? 
When those at the head of the gov­ 
ernment are “rotten,” there is un­ 
restricted license given to the people 
to indulge in all manner of wrong­ 
doing, rapine and murder 
included. 
There is no extreme to which many, 
thus encouraged, will not go. Secur­ 
ity to the life and property of inof­ 
fensive citizens is thrust aside; the 
virtue of women disregarded; 
the 
innocence of childhood given no con 
sideration; old age no protection. 
A good man at the head of any gov 
eminent is an inspiring example. He 
wields a nation-wide influence. Even 
“base fellows” feel the power of his 
life. 
Ile casts a healing shadow ot. 
the world. 
How 
fortunate , particu­ 
larly at such a time as this, that we 
have a Christian man, 
worthy 
the 
highest esteem of all, for President. 
What if “Ahab and Jezebel” occupied 
the White House 
now! 
Then 
file 
“base fellows,” of every kind, sex. 
race and color,, would have their “in­ 
ning.” 
'In the place where dogs licked 
the blood of Naboth shall dogs lick 


thy blood, even thine.”—v. 19. 
God’s 
law, with its inevitable penalty, is for 
kings as well as for kings’ subjects— 
a fact some rulers are slow to learn. 
There "Is a point in God’s providence 
beyond which bad men go with the 
human certainty, at least, that they 
will neier come back till they have 
paid the extreme price for their crimes 
against light and knowledge. 
Have 
the kaiser and his henchmen passed 
that ffifint? 
Just what would an Eli­ 
jah say to them? 
It v/ould b£ inter­ 
esting to know. One who was a surer 
prophet than Elijah said, “All they 
that take the sword shall perish with 
the sword.” 
“Have no fellowship with the un­ 
fruitful works 
of 
darkness.”—Eph. 
5:11. 
Be not a participant * doing 
what is wrong. 
Look at others who 
have sinned. 
Did it pay? 
What did 
Ahab gain through the murder of Na- 
bct.h but wretchedness for the bal­ 
ance of bis life and an untimely and 
tragic end. 
If crime was profitable, 
then God would not be God. The tree 
that is evil cannot bear good fruit. 
Have no partnership in what God dis­ 
approves. 
Remember Ahab and Jez­ 
ebel. 
Sin—any sin—has a thousand 
accusing voices, and is an Argils with 
as many peering eyes. 
The Nemesis 
of retribution never wearies in pur­ 
suit and never sleeps.

FURNITURE: 


Good furnishings in the home were never in greater demand than they are today. This is partly due to the 
increased earning capacity of the nation's workers, and partly to the fact that the war news from the front is So 
thrilling that we are satisfied to stay at home and read the glowing accounts. In the demand for better furnish­ 
ings we find that prices have advanced over a year ago, but after a consideration of a few of the reasons the won­ 
der remains that prices are as low as they are found to be. Wholesale houses report that a normal working 
force is hard to get and impossible to increase; that materials are scarce; and that transportation facilities are 
uncertain. A survey of the local markets reveals many additional reasons for the advance in retail prices, some of 
which are given as follows: 


First: 
Our supply of oak has been limited for years. With the activities in ship building, a further demand 
was put upon the oak supplies which promises to continue indefinitely. A further advance of $40.00 a thou­ 
sand wholesale has already been announced. 
Among the imported lumber Circassian walnut, which we ob­ 
tained in large quantities from Austria and Western Russia and which was used in making beautiful pieces, is 
no longer obtainable. The Japanese oak, which was used chiefly because of the ease with which it could be 
handled in the factories, is so limited in supply as to be out of the market. Reeds from Germany were long ago 
discontinued. Those sent in from China and Japan have been so limited as to warrant a discontinuance of their 
use. The spruce forests of America, which furnished materials for refrigerators, have been taken for the manu­ 
facture of air planes. In addition to the uncertainty of other woods, the Government of Great Britain has com­ 
mandeered all log and lumber supplies of 5000 feet and more. The anticipation that our Government may take 
similar action has tended to make the markets uncertain. 


Second: 
In the making of all furniture a large amount of steel screws, nails, oils, paints, dyestuffs, etc., 
are used. The increased demand for many of these articles in other lines, the scarcity of oils all over the world, 
and our dependence until a short time ago on foreign markets for dyestuffs has increased the price of all these. 
Third: 
In the matter of leather and tapestry upholsterings a real problem has been confronted. Tapes­ 
tries, either cotton or wool, have advanced by reason of the government's use of both materials, while leather is

limited because the Russian supplies are cut off and what can be obtained is used Tor shoes for the soldier, for 
puttees, for saddles and trappings for the cavalry. 
fourth: 
The use of steel and iron in ship building has caused a great shortage among the manufacturers 
of iron and steel beds. 
Likewise the government’s orders to all mattress factories to withhold ordering cotton 
for fillings until the government is supplied has limited their output. After August first no cotton can be pur­ 
chased by any firm until the government is supplied. 
Fifth: 
Rugs in all their beauty and utility promise soon td become a thing of the past. Many of the large 
rug companies are putting out only a small percentage of their usual output. The government has taken com­ 
plete control of the carpet wool situation, but has announced that after its wants are supplied for army and 
navy the remainder will be pro-rated among the mills. 
It is reported that the Alexander Smith rug company, with a capacity of turning out fifty-three miles of 
carpets every day, using the clip from 30,000 sheep, has discontinued the manufacture of carpets and is giv­ 
ing nearly its entire time to the manufacture of army blankets, and khaki for uniforms.

Again, nearly all our wools for carpet making are imported, the domestic wools being too soft for rugs. 
Lack of transportation figures here seriously. 
Sixth: In the making of a yard of linoleum it is said that every Country in the work) makes a contribution. 
Linseed oil, the principal ingredient, has been obtained largely from the flax fields of Siberia. To this is added. 
cork from Spain and Southern France, burlap from Scotland, and the kauri gum, fossilized sap, from the kauri 
pine of Siberia. The colors for the beautiful designs are cosmopolitan. There are brilliant reds from Persia, um­ 
ber from Cypress, chrome yellow from Australia, ochre from France, brown from Holland, white zinc from Mis­ 
souri, reson from Carolina, whiting from the cliffs of England, lead pigments from Ozarks, and from Chile an 
ingredient to make all the colors brilliant. 
Seventh: 
In steve* the limitation placed on steel and iron has influenced the manufacturer to reduce the 
size and limit the number of styles in their effort to supply the numbers demanded. 
Eighth: 
The replacement cost is an item demanding constant watching. 
In former times.of stability of 
market conditions it was usually unnecessary to refigure the retail cost of any item. 
On a rapidly advancing 
market a merchant is obliged to watch his selling price. To sell at a 20% profit and be obliged to replace at 
30% is a condition to be avoided at any outlay of labor and watchfulness. 
Ninth: 
Last to be mentioned is the great increase in freight rates. Today the freight on every hundred 
e of $2.50 before the war. It is estimated that freight 
pounds west of Chicago is $3.40 as compared with a rate 
is 40% of the price of furniture.

With the aim of preparing the young 
women to become actual service sales­ 
men on graduation from the techni­ 
cal service department, Mr. Culver 
presents to the young women three 
steps, or phases of work.

Girls of Character 
"What we feared at first was how 
the young women might be treated 
among a large number of men, many 
of whom are foreigners, and how the 
j ming women 
might react toward 
their environment. 
But not one word 
of disrespect or roughness has ever 
been spoken to them and there have 
been no complaints from either side. 
They have made good. What we want 
is girls of character like these first 
on cr—level-headed girls who can per­ 
form their work efficiently. Given the 
right type of young women to start 
with, we easily can weed out the unfit 
j afterward, so we are taking especial 
I pains about the kind we take on here. 
Shortage of mechanical labor made 
I the .step of training women necessary 
and it is working out so well that rte 
hope to extend the plan.” 
Mr. Culver expects soon to start 
classes of young women, only two or 
three at a time, with his present ex­ 
e r t s as instructors. 
"The average young woman,” said 
he, "should speud sixty to ninety days 
in learning the ground work.” 
The Packard company’s young wo­ 
men are Miss Hilda Jamieson of St. 
Louis, Mo., and her cousin Miss Ethel 
t Jamieson. 
Miss Hilda Jamieson en- 


j tered the work through her desire to 


j serve in France as an ambulance driv­ 
er in a unit of the American Women's 
Hospital. She applied to the Packard 
company's service department for in­ 
struction in the care of a motor car 
and in driving. After a short course, 
wherein she proved quick ami able, 
Miss Jamieson resigned, expecting to 
be taken into the unit and sail for 
France. Then came the disheartening 
news that she was too young for Ber 
vice abroad. 
But Miss Jamieson de­ 
termined to see it through and pre­ 
pare herself as a thoroughgoing me 
chanic and service department tech­ 
nician. 
In this ambition she was a- 
betted by Mr. Eastman, who told her 
she had done so well that a real po­ 
sition was open to her and that he 
wanted more young women of like 
conscientious application. And so she 
sent for her cousin. 
“I like the work,” said Miss Hilda 
Jamieson. "It is not particularly hard 
and it is certainly interesting. 
The 
hours are good and I always have 
liked to study mechanics. 
Here you 
feel that you really are doing some­ 
thing worth while, although of course 
I am sorry that they could not take

The farmer is becoming educated in 
the use of the tractor. In almost every 
community there are a few of the 
more progressive farmers who have 
owned tractors for some time and who 
serve as centers from which tractor 
knowledge is apread. 
These tractor 
owners themselves are fairly 
well 
posted, and neighboring farmers are 
learning from 
observation so that 
more of them than one suspects know 
a good deal about what a tractor 
should be and what it ought to flo. 
This is very clearly evident when a 
tractor demonstration is held. 
One

They go with a considerable 
quantity of information already in 
their possession and their criticisms 
are based upon an accurate concep­ 
tion of what a tractor should do. 
They do not follow the tractor from 
one end of the field to the other as 
they used to do, but they gather in Ma 
wake and discuss the quality of the 
work it has performed. 
Afterward 
they will gather around the tractor 
and examine it from a standpoint of 
construction. 
This will be dUfcusaed 
as to accessibility and governing sys­ 
tem. They make pointed inquiries re­ 
garding lubrication and want to know 
all there is to know about ignition 
They ask about fuel consumption 
They give evidence in every way that 
their interest centers in the question 
as to whether the particular tractor 
will meet their individual require­ 
ments, indicating that a time is com­ 
ing very speedily when the farmer 
will buy a tractor on its merits and 
because it gives promise of doing that 
particular work which he wants done 
and not because of any idea in his 
mind that he ought to have a tractor 
just because a tractor happens to be 
the fashion.

PARIS, Aug. 14. (By Mail.)— 
’Hie Stars and Stripes, official 
newspaper Olathe American Ex­ 
peditionary Forces has discontin­ 
ued its sporting page for the dur­ 
ation of the war. 
In an editorial explanation the 
doughboys’ newspaper says: 
"There is no space left for the 
Cobbs, the Ruths, the Johnsons, 
the Willards, and the Fultons in 
the ease and safety of home, when 
#Be Ryans, the Smiths, the Lar­ 
sens and the Bersteins and others 
are charging machine guns and 
plodding along through shrapnel 
or grinding out 122 hour details. 
Such headlines as Star Players 
Dive for Shipyards or Farm to Es­ 
cape Work or Fight Order,’—‘Ful­ 
ton and Dempsey Haggle Over 
Purse’—‘Willard Refuses to Fight’ 
or ‘Cobb Is Thinking of Enlisting 
this Fall’ doesn’t make any too 
heroic an appeal to those grinding 
sway upon the job back of the 
lines or those living and dying in 
the mud and dirt of the front 3,- 
000 miles away from home. 
"There is hut one Big League 
for this paper to cover—and that 
league winds its way among the

Investigations Show 
Nine- 
Tenths of Passenger Motor 
^ 
Cars In Utility Use 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 .-T h e case 
for the motor car owner was pre­ 
sented to the Ways and Means com­ 
m ittee and the Senate Finance Com­ 
m ittee fey the American Automobile 
Association recently in the process of 
which President David Jamieson men­ 
tioned the fact that of 1,798,000 motor 
vehicles produced in 1917 bess than 3 
per cent sold a t $2,500 or more. Three 
out of every Tour cars cost not more 
than $1,000. 
These 
1,365,000 
repre­ 
sented 76 per cent of the total. Farm­ 
ers were the best buyers aft a class, 
absorbing 53.1 per cent of the total ve­ 
hicles manufactured. 
The final form of taxing the motor 
car owner remains to be seen, though 
the present proposition is to base the 
tax on the horsepower. 
All revenue 
measures ^originate in the House and 
then go to the Senate, which may dis­ 
agree radically with* the House’s de­ 
cision. 
The measures finally passed 
by the two branches bm to the confer­ 
ees.

Car Mostly Utility 
Our Investigations recently made 
by chairm an of the good roads, legis­ 
lative and touring boards supports a- 
new the contention that the passenger 
automobile 
is 
now 
nine-tenths 
for 
utility and scarcely one-tenth devoted 
to what has been designated as ‘pleas­ 
ure riding.* 
True it is that vacation 
periods may be spent in the form of 
inter-state road journeys and there 
may be local evening and Sunday 
trips, but the fact remains that the 
■ preponderating percentage of the car’s 
mileage is employed by members of a 
family to crpwd more work into one 
day than was ever possible before. 
“If your committee decides that 
there should be substantial taxation 
of an essential like highways trans­ 
portation—and all forms are consid­ 
ered—we shall accept without protest 
your findings, believing that war rev­ 
enue necessitates demand such ac­ 
tion. 
“Railroad 
conditions 
have 
com­ 
pelled an increasing use of the high­ 
ways, to the extent that long distance 
traveling is morn general than in pre­ 
vious years. 
The figures come to us 
through the distribution of thousands 
of maps by the road bureaus at our 
national headquarters in W ashington 
and New York, besides which we sup­ 
ply our several hundred clubs in all 
parts of the country. 
“One Illuminating example of what 
can be done where a highway is con­ 
structed capable of m eeting present 
maximum truffle demands, exists in a 
40-mile stretch of Ohio road connect­ 
ing Cleveland and Akron. 
A census 
for a week taken in March by stu­ 
dents of tlfe C ase School of Applied 
Sciences, gave a total of 1,333,979 ve­ 
hicles, of which only 685 were horse- 
drawn. 
Fifteen per cent of the total 
were 
motor tracks, 
which 
carried 
5,014 tons of freight as compared to 
6,630 tons shipped by three railroads. 
Thirty-three 
thousand 
people 
were 
transported in passenger automobiles. 
“ Proposed levies upon users of gaso­ 
line motors and engines would amount 
to about one-quarter of a billion dol­ 
lars. 
Purchasers of new cars, of 
course, would pay the tax imposed 
upon the dealer, who would ‘pass it 
along’ to the consumer. 
The gaso­ 
line tax would be determ ined by the 
car’s 
mileage, 
which 
undoubtedly 
would be reduced to a minimum. 
A 
Federal license tax in addition to that 
now imposed in all states is m anifest­ 
ly unfair, and especially so if based 
on the original price of the automo­ 
bile. All these would be largely a tax 
on Industry, and it would seem un­ 
reasonably excessive on one branch cf. 
the industrial activity, already tajMT 
heavily by the states. 
“The proposed taxes will ham per 
the agencies of production, the fuel 
and the power they employ. We might 
as well tax coal as gasoline, which is 
doing more than any other agency to 
relieve the conditions resultant upon 
the scarcity of coal. 
It is estim ated 
that the power generated by gasoline 
exceeds that generated by coal and 
steam nearly ten to -o n e; the horse- 
l»ower produqgd by steam being esti­ 
mated at about 1 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 and that by 
gasoline at over 1 0 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
“In these days when ou^fiocial sys­ 
tem is on trial, one of the chief con­ 
cerns of the Congress should be the 
safeguarding and the promotion of the 
sources of national wealth, this to the 
end that we inky endure the great and 
prolonged strain to which the war will 
subject us. 
Industry is tho greatest 
source of national wealth. 
Is it good 
economy to tax this greatest source 
of power known to American indus 
tcy? When we tax fuel we {ax indus­ 
trial life at the very source of its vi- 
tallty. 
"In conclusion might we again call 
notice to our present excessive taxing 
of motor cars In practically all states, 
which 
in 
some 
instances* includes 
registration of car, its listing in the 
personal property tax and the neces­ 
sity of paying for an operating license 
for each member of the family who 
drives the vehicle. 
Surely it is even 
now a plenteously taxed necessity.’’

Sportsmen Took Full Advant­ 
age of the Double-Holi­ 
day Season’s Opening 


By far the biggest bag of wild m eat 
ever harvested by Southern C alifor­ 
nian hunting-licensee8 a t the begin­ 
ning of any season since doves and 
deer “cam e in” together, w as piled up 
to the discom fiture of th e b u tch er and 
relief of the federal food conserva­ 
tion authorities over Sunday and Mon­ 
day. 
T aking the fullest advantage ever 
known 
of the 
rare 
“double-holiday 
opening” w ished upon them by the 
kindly-disposed 
calendar, 
sportsm en 
fairly sw arm ed afield. 
T he neb and 
gam e com m ission issued 1623 hunting 
licenses to its resale agents S aturday 
m orning, and before nig h t all wrere in 
the hands of th eir users, w ith sp o rt­ 
ing goods sto res asking perm ission to 
issue th eir own receipts in lieu of 
the licenses th at had been exhausted. 
But the law specifically prohibits is­ 
suance or acceptance of any other 
than the regular, legalized form of 
state-printed license as a receipt, so 
some had to run the rir-k of arrest, 
or give up th eir trips. 
And none did 
both! 
It w as a w onderful occasion. Sports­ 
men fairly sw arm ed afield. 
No place 
w ithin a hundred railes was too re ­ 
m ote for them . 
T here 
seem ed 
as 
m any hunters in the San Jacin to , P er­ 
ris, Menifee, W inchester and other 
fam ous dove valleys below R iverside 
as in the extended “city lim its” of 
Los Angeles. 
The H em et-San Jacinto 
stretch of fertile farm steads, inter­ 
spersed w ith fallow fields and cotton­ 
wood groves, 
resounded 
on 
Sunday 
like a battlefield. 
E veryw here the 
dove hunters w ere bom barding the 
birds w ith such general success th at 
it seem ed stran g e any w ere left to tell 
the tale for those w ho stayed for a 
second lim it on M onday. 
R eports compiled by the fish and 
gam e com m ission indicate th at Labor 
day w as well-named Indeed for the 
dove hunters, as places th a t yielded 
ordinary shots th eir quota of fifteen 
in a few m inutes Sunday m orning, 
called for real “labor” indeed to re­ 
peat. 
B adly-scared birds, hiking at 
full speed for the hills, called for 
good shooting, and m isses m ean t the 
difference betw een a lim it and less, 
rath er than 
m erely prolonging the 
pleasure a few m inutes m ore as the 
occasional 
slip-ups 
of n early 
eight 
m o n th s-scatter-gunning inactivity did 
the day before. 
Still, the really high- 
class 
perform ers 
upon 
th e 
double- 
barreled instrum ents of delightful de­ 
struction seem ed to score Quite regu­ 
lar lim its Monday, although the game 
was one to call for those who could 
hit a dove w hen he is in a hurry, 
w hich balks the m ajority. 
All sections thus fa r heard from by 
the fish and gam e conservation author­ 
ities have told tile sam e story with 
too few variations to w arran t detail­ 
ing—doves unusually plentiful, fairly 
fat as a rule, excepting for the great 
preponderance of young birds which 
grow ra th e r than fatten, and testify 
to the excellence of the breeding sea­ 
son when barked by wise law s delay­ 
ing the shooting and perm itting prop­ 
agation under system atic protection. 
W hile in places evidence of “sooner” 
shooting w as noted, on the whole the 
concensus of opinion is th a t the law 
has been b e tte r observed than ever 
before, and I he doves are m ore than 
m aking good use of th e ir chance to 
restore th eir num bers to som ething 
approaching form er plenty. 
Many lim its w ere shot right in the

Eight Steps Necessary to a 
Good Job; Takes Plenty . 
of Time and Labor 


In the»e days of shortage of w ork­ 
ers, do you w ant to paint 
your 
own 
ear? 
M ere’s how, as told 
by 
B. 
M. 
Ikert in M otor Age. 
The eight step s 
in painting th e ear are: 
1— Retrieve old paint with 
varnish 
remover and putty knife. 
2—Sandpaper and putty 
holes 
and 
cracks. 
3—Apply primer. 
4 — Applications of rough stuff, rub­ 
bing each coat. 
5— Sandpaper. 
6— First color coat, let 
stand 
24 
hours. 
7—Apply main color, let stand 24 
hours. 
8— Finish varnish coat. 
W hen one realizes that 
m any 
m o­ 
tor c ar factories 
turning 
out 
high- 
grade cars allow about two w eeks for 
painting operations and th a t in som e 
instances as many as eighteen or m ore 
operations of applying paints and v a r­ 
nish and then sm oothing down w ith 
sandpaper o r rubbing stone are req u ir­ 
ed to finish a body, the painting pro­ 
blem looks 
pretty big. 
U nless 
the 
ow ner is w illing to undertake 
a 
job 
the value of which depends upon the 
care and w ork put into it, he 
should 
give all idea of painting the car him ­ 
self. 
P ainting is a hard thing to do 
well and requires considerable tim e if 
a good-looking job is desired. 
T he average car ow ner has a vague 
idea of ju st w hat is done to get a beau­ 
tiful m irror-like surface or even one 
which is not in the m irror class, con­ 
sequently he either goes at the w ork 
full of confidence or is afraid to tack le 
it. 
It is far better to be aw are of the 
difficulties th at stand in th e way of 
a good finish and, if willing to go to 
som e trouble, to proceed w ith the job. 
It is possible to do very good work, be­ 
cause skill is not so essential, labor 
being the m ain item . 
Much 
can 
be 
saved in th is respect by the ow ner do­ 
ing the job him self. 
Good Place to W ork 
Before going ahead select 
a 
good 
place to work. One of the m ain factors 
to w atch is to keep dust from settling 
on the w ork. 
This 
can be 
done 
by 
sprinkling the interior of th e place 
w ith a hose and keeping windows and 
doors closed. 
If the work 
is 
being 
done in a barn, hang some sort of can ­ 
vas cover under the ceiling to prevent 
p articles of dirt from com ing down 
from th e ceiling. 
M any c a rs which 
have 
been 
con­ 
siderably w eathered so th a t the finish 
is .dull can be put in excellent condi­ 
tion w ithout rem oving any of the old 
paint sim ply by applying 
the 
new- 
over it. 
T he reason the 
factory 
ap­ 
plies so m any coats to th e new body 
is to get a sm ooth surface to w ork on. 
A fter th is once is attained it will last, 
provided no scratching or chipping of 
the paint 
has 
been done. 
So 
the 
foundation is laid and it is only neces­ 
sary to brighten it 
ail up 
w ith 
the 
few new coats. 
H ow ever, if the old paint is in very 
bad condition and is rough so th a t it 
would be foolish to try 
to 
m ake 
a 
sm ooth and good-looking job w ithout 
rem oving it, then the best thing to do 
is eith er to burn it off 
w ith a 
blow 
torch or to use one of the 
paint 
re­ 
m oving specialities 
on 
th e 
m arket. 
T he biow-torch method is not advised 
for the inexperienced, 
as 
disastrous 
resu lts 
m ight 
follow 
th e 
im proper 
handling. 
V arnish-rem oving preparations are 
applied w ith a brush to the old paint. 
A fter one or two applications, th e old 
paint should come off readily w ith the 
aid of a putty knife or 
sim ilar 
tool. 
T his should leave the wood surface 
free of any old paint w hatever. Next 
san d p aper 
the 
whole 
surface 
very 
carefully. 
W hile doing this w ork fill 
an y crack s or 
holes 
w ith 
p u tty —a 
special grade 
recom m ended 
by 
the 
paint supf^vm an should be used. 
This 
putty w ilia ry over night, and then the 
next day it can be sandpapered down 
to a sm ooth surface along 
w ith 
the 
body as a whole. 
H aving made sure that the wood is 
as sm ooth as it is possible to get it, 
then w ipe off any dust or o th e r 
dirt 
carefully, and apply the first coat of 
paint. 
T h is is known as 
the 
prim er 
co at and it is a com position w ith lead 
in it. 
All paint specialists know w hat 
kind of wood prim er is 
required 
for 
th is w ork, and no trouble should be ex­ 
p erienced in getting 
it from 
dealers 
th a t know the business. 
Follow ing this, there should be four 
co ats of a filler, the common nam e for 
w hich is rough stuff. 
T his is a m ater­ 
ial w ell known to any carriag e paint­ 
e r and should be applied carefully and 
evenly a t the rate of one coat a day. 
W here a man has to do the 
w ork at 
odd tim es, it Is a good plan to apply 
a coat of rough stuff at night and then 
w ait u n til the next night 
to do 
the 
rubbing and putting on 
of th e 
next 
coat. 
A fter each coat is dry, it m ust 
be sm oothed off by rubbing w ith a rub­ 
bing stone and w ater. 
T his stone is a 
com m on {yticle 
in 
p a in ters’ 
supply 
stores. 
T he surface will have a very 
sm ooth end slate-like appearance after 
th ese rubbing operations are finished. 
It is advisable next 
to 
sandpaper 
carefully the whole job, using a fine 
g rad e of sandpaper. 
The condition of 
th e body now is practically th e sam e 
as reg ard s 
sm oothness 
as 
th e 
car 
would be that already had the sm ooth 
foundation of the old paint and was 
read y fo r the new finish 
w ithout re­ 
m oving this old paint.

Worst Part Over 
F rom this point forw ard the work is
